Forest Fires

The immediate peril of fire in 
timber lands of the west diminish- 
ed slightly today, with all major 
| blazes reported under control, but 
forest officials concerned about

| On the Monterey peninsula, re-

Two arms of the fire continued 
unchecked last night, but no build- 
ings had been burned and no in- 
habited areas were in the new 
course of the blaze. One arm, how-

dam and reservoir—source of the 
peninsula's water supply. 

The major forest fires which 
roared in California and western 
Nevada last week appeared to 
have been brought under control.

‘Deer Season 
Opening Set 
September 16 


The open season for deer hunt- 
ing on the entire San Bernardino 
National forest, including the San 
Jacinto district, opens: September 
16, closes October 15. Only one 
buck is allowed in San Bernardino 
county and most of Riverside 
county, according to state division 
of fish and game. The exception 
for Riverside county is as follows: 

That portion of Riverside coun- 
ty that lies west of State high- 
way 79 from U. S. highway 60, 
south through San Jacinto, Hem- 
et and Aguanga to the San Diego 
county line opened August 7, 
closes September 15, with a 2- 
buck limit. The balance of River- 
side county has same opening date 
for San Bernardino. 

Watch for changes in state 
game refuges inside the forest 
this year. Refuge 4-A, San Gor- 
gonio area, has a modification of 
south boundary which now makes 
the dirt road past Jenks lake and 
Barton Flats store the 1947 
boundary. This was done to avoid 
the inhabited area being posted

as a “No Shooting” gone. 

On the San Jacinto district, 
refuge 4-G, has been changed to 
permit hunting on the north end 
outside of the Mt. San Jacinto 
state park. 

Remember, no hunting is per- 
mitted within the Mt. San Jacinto 
state park; the boundaries ac- 
cording to State Rranger Hatch 
at Idyllwild will be reported and 
patrols made during deer hunting 
season. Also, Riverside county 
has an ordinance prohibiting the 
discharge of firearms within 1000 
yards of any settlement, camp- 
ground, etc. Be 

Deer hunters should check loca- 
tion of hunting grounds before 
they start, so that trespass into 
closed areas and game refuges 
may be avoided. Maps will be dis- 
played prior to opening date at 
all ranger district headquarters 
and at the Supervisor's office in 
the Federal building, San Ber- 
nardino.
